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Majority of Amendments Rate ‘Yes’ Vote 
But Numbers 3, 10 Should Be Rejected 


During the past few days The Con- 
stitution has discussed editorially a num- 
ber of constitutional amendments of state- 
wide application on which voters will pass 
judgment in the general election on Tues- 
day of next week. 

There are 19 such amendments which 
concern all citizens. The majority are in 
the best long-range interests of the state. 
In our opinion, at least two are unwise 
and dangerous. 

The Constitution recommends that 
voters give a firm “No” to the following 
proposals: 


AMENDMENT No. 3. This amend- 
ment, if passed, would add five state-at- 
large members to the State Board of Edu- 
cation, to be appointed by the governor 
and excluding anyone professionally con- 
nected with education. 

AMENDMENT No. 10. If approved, 
this amendment would add the commis- 
sioner of agriculture as ex-officio mem- 
ber of the Board of Regents of the Uni- 
versity System—the only elected official 
on the board. This special interest amend- 
ment would risk political interference 
within the University System.

The’ Constitution reaffirms its en- 
dorsement of the following amendments 
and again recommends their passage: 


AMENDMENT NO 1. This measure 
would eliminate present allocation of mo- 
tor vehicle license tax fees to the High- 
way Department, while continuing allo- 
cation of motor fuel tax revenue. This 
would correct the practice of operating 
the state without an appropriation bill. 

AMENDMENT NO. 2. If approved,

The September-October Fulton Grand 
Jury has recommended that a new way 
be found to finance collection of trash 
from commercial establishments. 


We agree. We said so when the matter 
was first discussed publicly last summer. 


It had been suggested then that, be- 
cause some firms paid less in sanitary tax 
than the service to their establishments 
cost and some paid more, the city leave 
that service up to commercial! firms. 


Apparently the present method of as- 
sessing firms on a footage basis is out- 
dated. But the city is responsible for san- 
itation and health, regardless of who picks 
up trash or how. 


Because of that it seems that the an- 
swer to the problem is, as the grand jury 
now says, “a more equitable tax struc- 
ture.”

AMENDMENT No. 7. This would en- 
able the Legislature to levy taxes to make 
loans to industrial development agencies 
throughout the state. 

AMENDMENT No. 8.—If approved, 
this amendment will permit the Legisla- 
ture to provide for promotion and mar- 
keting of agricultural products. 

AMENDMENT No. 13. This one pro- 
vides for scholarship loans to medical 
students to be repaid by services at Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital. 

AMENDMENT No. 14. This proposal 
would provide for granting of scholar- 
ships to physicians and other personnel 
for specialized training in the field of 
mental health. 

AMENDMENT No. 15. Amendment 
would authorize establishment of area 
schools, including vocational trade 
schools.

We consider the above recommenda- 
tions in the interest of all citizens and 
hope the voters will concur on Nov. 8.

Regarding censorship of movies, the 
September-October Fulton Grand Jury 
had this to say: 

“Hollywood has altered its self-regu- 
lation code to permit use of many themes 
once prohibited (e.g. drug addiction, pros- 
titution, homosexuality and miscegana- 
tion). This lowering of standards makes 
some control highly. desirable.” 

Does this mean that because such 
“adult” and controversial themes are now 


used in movies, control should be used 


to see that the themes are handled with- 
in the normal bounds of decency and good 
taste? Or does it mean these themes, 
themselves, must be “controlled”—in the 
sense of banned? 

If it is the former, we agree. If it is 
the latter, then we would like to suggest 


that what censors should be concerned 


with is not theme at all but treatment.

Campaign Moves 


Us to a New Era 


WASHINGTON—On the big question—who is 
winning the presidential campaign—there can be 
no more sense of assurance than there was two 


months ago. But from many sources—talks with all sorts of poli- 
ticians, personal observation on whistle-stop and other trips with 
both candidates, and so on—some other important things at least 


now seem very clear. 

The prospect is that a stagger- 
ing total vote will be cast in this 
election. The national decision, 
whether it shall favor Democrat 
John Kennedy or Republican 
Richard Nixon, will have been a 
decision taken by the people them- 
selves with a degree of voting par- 
ticipation we have never seen 
before. 


There is the reverse of “apa- 
thy”’ among the public. To know 
this one has only to see at first- 
hand the immense, patient crowds 
drawn up in the snow for Nixon, 
drawn up in the rain for Kennedy. 

There is far less automatic par- 
tisanship than in past presidential 
campaigns. Old-line habitual Re- 
publicans are not necessarily and 
unthinkingly Republican this time. 
Ditto old-line and habitual Demo- 
crats. 


There is much anxiety in the 
country. 


This correspondent’s guess is 
that what basically troubles most 
people is not really fear. It is 
rather an awareness that we are 
entering a new and unknowable 
era, leaving the comfortable years 
of Dwight Eisenhower and walk- 
ing toward New Year’s with a 
new man—whether it is to be 
Nixon or Kennedy—easily young 
enough to be Eisenhower's son. 


No really vast number seems to 
back either candidate in the deep, 
emotional way that people used to 
back Roosevelt or Eisenhower or 
Truman or Thomas E. Dewey for 
that matter. Neither candidate is 
idolized; neither candidate, but 
for scattered exceptions, is hated. 

It does not follow, however, 
that the people think of this cam- 
paign as a jolly game. They think 
of it as a deeply serious con- 
test, indeed. It is as though they 
believed time has run out on the 
old strictly emotional political at- 
titudes in which a voter’s own 
favorite was seven feet of no- 
bility and his opponent a dread- 
ful fellow who probably ought to 
be in jail. 

There is a great deal of public 
sympathy simply for the immense 
exertions being made by the can- 
didates, the sacrifices they are so 
demonstrably making in terms of 
physical exhaustion. The senti- 
ment among many ordinary 
voters, even in desiring the defeat 
of the other side’s candidates, is: 
“Don’t cheer, boys, the poor 
devils are dying.” 

Perhaps what we are doing now 
is saying goodbye to a whole po- 
litical era in which simple love 
for one candidate and simple mal- 
ice toward another formed the 
voting standard of millions.

WASHINGTON—It is increasingly evident 
that the liberal Republican senators are going to 
fare well in the elections this fall. In almost ev- 


ery state where the Republican Party has a progressive senatorial can- 


didate, here is how things stand: 
The Republican liberals, for 
example, Casc of New Jersey, 
Cooper of Kentucky, Saltonstall 
of Massachusetts, Margaret Smith 
of Maine, are running ahead of 
their Democratic opponents. 


They are running ahead of 
their own national ticket, ahead 
of Nixon and Lodge. 

And, if Nixon is to carry any of 
these states, it will be because 
the liberal Republican senators 
will be attracting the extra votes.

I know a young boy who 
dreamed about teaching school.

He saved his money until he 
had enough to go to college for a 
year. He enrolled in a small 
college and worked hard for 
three quarters. Then he had to 
return to his job because his 
money was all gone. He worked 
for several months and saved 
enough to go back to school. It 
took him almost 10 years of 
working, saving and going to 
school before he received his 
de gree. 

It was a glad day when the 
president gave him his degree 
alohg with a teacher's certifi- 
cate. Most people might have 
given up the dream and ad- 
mitted defeat, but not this lad. 
Today he is doing what he al- 
ways wanted to do, all because 
of this dream, a resolute heart 
and determined effort.

The Green Bay Packers 
showed they can win on the road as well as at home and 
the New York Giants showed they are vulnerable, both 
on offense and defense. 


Those were the highlights of 
one of the goofiest and highest- 
scoring NFL Sunday programs 
that have come along in quite 
a while.

Flee Berlin 


EAST BERLIN (WNS) — East | 
Germany’s top Communist fam- | 
ilies have staged a sudden and} 
mysterious exodus from the East 
Berlin suburb where they have | 
lived ever since the war. 


On a recent night a column of 
36 vans swung into Niederschoen- | 
hausen, the walled-off and heavi- | 
ly-guarded top Red residential | 
district in East Berlin. With mili- | 
tary precision moving crews) 
packed up and moved out East 
German Communism’s top 20 
families. By daylight the entire 
area was bare of inhabitants. 


The new roost of the ruling 
Reds is 15 miles north of Berlin, 
near Lake Liepnitz, where they 
have been weekending for some 
time in the dacha manner of the 
Moscow Red moguls. 


But now the move is for keeps, 
and it means that East Ger- 
many’s Communist big brass 
looks for real trouble over Berlin, 
at least trouble big enough to 
make living unpleasant in even 
the Communist half of the cold | 
war capital. 

The Reds who took it on the 
lam included Walter Ulbricht, 
East German chief of state; Pre- 
mier Otto Grotewohl; Foreign 
Minister Lothar Bolz; and cabi- 
net ministers and Communist 
Party section chiefs. 


But the move entails no rustic 
discomfort for Ulbricht and his 
underlings. It is a tactical with- 
drawal which seems long to have 
been blueprinted. 


Each ruling Red received a 
villa appropriate to his standing 
in the German Communist hier- 
archy, with Ulbricht occupying 
the stateliest home of all — 25 
rooms — in the center of the 
cluster. 


Each villa features a ‘‘sun- 
trap” veranda, with picture win- 
dows which raise and lower elec- 
tronically — the mechanism for 
which had to be acquired in West 
Germany because it was unob- 
tainable in East Germany. 


Each villa boasts two wall safes 
and a burglar alarm. 


There are 68 apartments in nine 
buildings for servants and gen- 
eral staff, and the entire Red 
hideaway is surrounded by a 10- 
foot concrete wall topped with 
electrically-charged barbed wire. 


The exterior is guarded by a 
permanent East Germany army 
detail of 125 troops, and there is 
an interior guard detachment 


of police.

Administration officials call the present business ‘‘hesitation”’ 
a period of indecision. But a panel of 13 leading business economists 
were unanimous in voicing the belief that the country is in a reces- 
sion which will get worse before it gets better.

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Pasteurizing Heads Off Disease 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: What about 
the use of raw milk on the 
farm? Is there any real danger 
when we have our dairy herd 
tested for Bang’s disease? 


I have a small pasteurizer 
which I used for the children 
when they were small, but I 
quit when they were 2 years 
old, 


I don’t pasteurize because I 
churn butter from the cream 
when it rises to the ton, and 
vou can't do this with pas- 
feurized milk. 


If we eat butter made from 
unpasteurized cream, would it 
do any good to pasteurize the 
milk?—Mrs. L. G. 


City dwellers hardly give a 
thought to pasteurization, because 
the process is universal in dairies. 
But I still get questions from

try’s strength. It's necessary that 
those living in the country under- 
stand pasteurization. 


Testing cattle for Bang’s disease 
(brucellosis) is important but is 
only a part of the picture. Indeed, 
other diseases were the first and 
chief reasons for pasteurizing: 
Typhoid, diphtheria, bovine tuber- 
culosis, scarlet fever, strer 
throat. 


A cow may carry a disease or 
germs may be picked up from the 
barn — from a pail that looks 
clean but isn’t. 


Oh, sure, plenty of people use 
\raw milk all their lives and 
'don’t get these diseases, and per- 
|haps don’t even have attacks of 
the lesser ones, such as stomach 
upsets or diarrhea. 


But some do get them! Why, 
I know a man, now in his 70s, 


light. He hasn't been run over 
yet. But if we assumed that, be- 
cause he has gotten away with 
this so far, it is safe to ignore 
traffic lights, how many people 
might be dead as a result? 


A century ago when milk wasn’t 
pasteurizéd, if one herd of cat- 
tle developed a disease and peo- 
ple got it too the “epidemic” 
spread from farm to farm, and 
in short order we had a plague. 


General pasteurization of milk 
has to a considerable extent pre- 
vented such spreading of disease. 
So, in a sense, those who do not 
pasteurize are more or less rid- 
ing along on the efforts of those 
who do. 


I say to pasteurize, with no ifs, 
buts or maybes. You may get 
along without trouble. But if a 
disease should start in the herd 
you'll pay too high a price for

first, to skim off the cream. (Or 
you can separate it the slow way, 
by letting the cream rise.) Then, 
pasteurize the cream before you 
make butter. 


What do you think of B 12 
vitamin shots? I have been tak- 
ing one a week for several 
months and feel better but have 
noticed a patch of growth of 
dark hair.—Mr. R. P. 


I think B12 is occasionally use- 
ful in cases in which the patient 
is obviously deficient in this 
vitamin, But I certainly must say 
that adequate rest and proper 
food will often do as much. 


I doubt if the hair growth has 
any connection with the vitamins.
